Its wide range of activities and 
materials includes an indoor climbing apparatus, building blocks and other 
construction toys, rhythm games, arts and crafts activities, and education- 
al and dramatic playtoys. In warm weather, the children can play either 
in the play-yard behind the school or in the city playground located across 
the street.
